In a recent broadcast, Dr. Talbot, Provincial 
Veterinarian, warned against sleeping sickness in horses 
and outlined methods of protection. 

Vaccination against sleeping! sickness is cheap 
insurance and should be done inthe Spring in order 
that the-animals will have sufficient immunity to pro- 
tect them during the susciptible period. 

Chick vaccine which may be purchased from any 
drug store or registered veterinarian is the only sure 
protection known that will give satisfactory immuuity- 
Cleanliness of the instruments and disinfection of the 
skin zt the point of inoculation are of great importance 
and due precaution should be taken to avoid infection 
at the time of vaccination, Treatment should be given 
by acompetent person and unless a farmer intends to 
inuculate his own horses the services of a registered 
veterinarian or a man selected by a veterinarian for the 
district should be obtained,.

EATING RATIONALLY 


Present advices from Ottawa indicate that meat rationing will not 
cover liver, heart and kidney. If a restricted use of the muscle meats 
leads to a greater use of organ meats a distinct nutritional advance will 
have been made. 

Everyone by now has been informed that liver, calves’, beef or pork is 
good food. Most people know that pork liver is even more valuable from 
a nutrition standpoint than the mcre expensive calves’ liver. Very few 
people, however, know just how good it is. Three essential food elements 
apt to be lacking in the Canadian diet are iron, Vitamin A and riboflavin. 
In the light of that fact the following table is extremely interesting: 


HEALT 


Iron Vitamin A Riboflavin 

Average adults daily need .... 12 mgms, 5000 units 2.2 mgms.

Liver Loaf 
% cup tomato or vegetable juice 


1 lb. beef or pork liver 
1 teaspoon salt 


2 cups bread crumbs 
1 medium onion 
Put liver through the meat grinder. Add bread crumbs, onion, tomato and 


salt. Put in greased baking dish and place in pan containing warm water. 
Bake slowly 30 to 40 minutes.

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Where space is fairly limited, it is 

advisable to follow a_ strictly in- 
‘formal layout in landscaping the 
javerage home. 
|of the grounds should be clear of beds 
and shrubbery and devoted entirely 
to grass. Around the edges will be 
igrouped beds of perennial and an- 
nual flowers, leading up to shrubs and 
vines along the walls or fence bound- 
aries. This open centre adds to the 
effect of spaciousness and if the rigid 
boundaries are softened and partially 
hidden, so much the better and in- 
| triguing. 
Where the grounds are larger, ex- 
|perts advocate screening off a por- 
tion by ybringing forward the sur- 
| rounding shrubbery at one point, or 
jusing a hedge, wall or trees so that 
the whole affair will not be entirely 
visible from any one point of ob- 
jservation. This will add further to 
\that air of spacicusness and also 
provide a secluded corner or two for

In order that the supply of vege- 
tables be just right at picking, that 
is not too immature and not too old,
